Superintendent Says Washing­ 


ton School Safe and 


Comfortable 


When school opened September 28 
several of the city schools were badly 
crowded .for space, necessitating the 
tran sfe ro r a number of students to 
other a^id less crowded schools. 
At 
McKinley - school 413 pupils attended 
on opening day. 
At Jefferson school 
the 
first, 
second, 
fifth 
anu 
sixth 
grades had a larger attendance than 
could be .taken care of. 
The second, 
third anil fifth grades at Roosevelt 
school and 
the 
second 
and 
sixth 
grades at Lincoln school were over­ 
crowded. 
At Spurgeon school there 
were no transfers necessary. 
At Washington school the attend­ 
ance was very light on opening day. 
City Superintendent Cranston 
says 
that this was due to the fact that par­ 
ents of children were not genertlly fa­ 
miliar with the fact that Washington 
school Is being used for white chil­ 
dren exclusively this year. Superin­ 
tendent' Cranston gives as a reason 
for the .unusually heavy attendance at 
McKinley’ school the fact that the dis­ 
trict in the vicinity Of this school is 
somewhat 
more 
heavily 
populated 
than is the case w ith'some of the oth­ 
er schools arid that there are larger 
families flu the district; 
On the first day sixty-seven chil­ 
dren attended Washington school. By 
transferring 
students 
from 
other 
school, notably McKinley, this num­ 
ber lias iieen increased to about 150. 
At McKinley school on opening day 
there wore fifty-five students for the 
first, 50 for the second, 53 
for 
the 
third, 74 for the fourth, 05 for the fifth 
and 43 for the sixth grade. 
One hun­ 
dred students have been transferred 
from the school so that now conditions 
are very much less congested. 
The superintendent states that, as 
a rule, parents have been very rea­ 
sonable in regard to having their chil­ 
dren transferred. 
When the parents 
have been informed of the conditions 
as they exist and the .benefits that 
would be derived through making the 
transfers, very little, if any, opposi­ 
tion was made. 
The question of transfers has its 
humorous ’side. 
“There have, been more cripples and 
invalids in one or two of the schools 
where transfers were necessary than 
I have ever 
known 
before,” 
said 
Cranston today. 
“When the children 
have once started at a certain school, 
they, and their parents as well, are 
somewhat 
reluctant 
about 
making 
changes. For this reason some of the 
youngsters suddenly became afflicted 
with all sorts of things which would 
make it almost impossible tor them 
to walk a few blocks further to an 
other, and less crowded, school. 
“Owing to the wonderful climate we 
have here it seems to me that the 
students .should not object to attend 
ing schools at some distance removed 
I rom their homes. 
Why, when I was 
a youngster, we children thought Moth 
ing of walking two or three miles 
to attend school.* 
“I have heard. no/cotnplaints from
